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Scholarships planned 
as college fights back

SCHOLARSHIPS will be given to out¬ 
standing art and drama students, as 
part of an action plan drawn up by a 
Newmarket school which has been 
told to improve. 

Newmarket College was placed in 
special measures last month and the 
school has vowed to fight to improve 
its results. 

From September, there will be 10 
scholarships on offer for musicians 
and five for budding thespians. 

Five of the music scholarships and 
two of the drama scholarships will 
be awarded to year six students join¬ 
ing the college in September while 
the others will go to current pupils in 
years seven to nine. 

Assistant principal Hazel Simmons 
said: “These scholarships are being of¬ 
fered to enable aspiring young talents, 
who may not otherwise be able to af¬ 
ford tuition fees, to achieve their full 
artistic potential. 

“This year half of all our GCSE dra¬ 
ma students achieved grade A and A* 
and 100 per cent achieved Grade C or 
higher, which is testament to the qual¬ 
ity of teaching and level of attainment 
we reach within the college.” 

Music scholars will receive weekly 
one-on-one lessons with a peripatetic 
county specialist, while drama schol¬

ars will receive professional coaching 
for London Academy of Music and 
Dramatic Arts (LAMDA) graded ex¬ 
aminations. 

In addition, the college will pay for 
entry into two grade exams per year 
for each student and entry into two 
classes at regional Arts Festivals. 

The move is part of the college’s ac¬ 
tion plan, which it is required to pre¬ 
sent to the local authority to demon¬ 
strate what it is doing to raise itself out

of special measures. 

Principal Dr Bob Cadwalladr said: 
“One of the things that has been really 
positive over the last few weeks has 
been the appreciation from parents 
and students of the positive aspects of 
the college. 

“One of these things has been the 
quality of drama and performing arts 
and the numbers of students who are 
involved in performing arts who go on 
to make careers out of it.” 

The college already subsidises mu¬ 
sic lessons but Dr Cadwalladr said 
they were aware how the cost could 
be prohibitive to parents. 

Dr Cadwalladr said the funding for 
the scholarship will come from within 
the school’s budgets. 

Inspectors will return to the college 
in the next three weeks to review the 
action plan and will continue to visit 
each term to check progress. 

Dr Cadwalladr said the short term 
focus was on improving attainment in 
English and Maths amongst the cur¬ 
rent year 11 students. 

He said: “If we could show improv¬ 
ing results this summer, which we 
are confident about, and a quality of 
teaching provision in the class room 
then I am confident we will be out of 
special measures in short order.” 

Scholarship auditions for year six 
pupils will take place on June 21.

Sharpen skills at

NEW rail provision and 
bus routes have been 
proposed to prevent 
Cambridgeshire 
grinding to a halt.

Dearbhla Lawson, 
the council's head 
of transport and 
infrastructure policy 
and funding, said: 
"Cambridgeshire is 
the fastest growing 
county in the country. 
It is vital the transport 
facilities keep up 
with this growth to 
make sure the county 
continues to attract 
business and jobs." 

The report - the 
council's long-term 
transport strategy - 
was presented with an 
assessment which said 
72,500 homes would 
be needed across the 
county by 2031.

£1 a day stint to 
highlight poverty 


AN actor has been surviving on 
£1 a day to raise awareness of 
the 1.4 billion people worldwide 
who do the same thing - perma¬ 
nently. 

Victoria Ball, from Freck- 
enham, near Newmarket, has 
emerged from a working week 
during which she ate nothing 
but rice, soya milk, dried beans 
and frozen vegetables as part 
of The Global Poverty Project’s 
Live Below the Line awareness 
and education campaign. 

Speaking to the News at the 
end of her stint on Friday night, 
the 23-year-old Global Poverty 
Project ambassador said she 
was looking forward to the fol¬ 
lowing day’s breakfast. 

She said: “It has made me re¬ 
alise when you don’t have mon¬ 
ey, you cannot make choices. 

“I realised that on a food level, 
but what I was doing was really

mimicking the experience of 
people living in poverty.” 

She said while she only had to 
fund her food and drink with £1 
a day, people in extreme poverty 
have to make their little money 
cover everything else as well as 
meals. 

Victoria, who has been work¬ 
ing as an actor since graduating 
last year from St John’s College, 
Cambridge, last year, said: “I 
became a vegan in 2011 when I 
learned how plant-based diets 
make the world’s food supplies 
reach more people. The world 
easily produces enough food to 
feed the world but still one in 
eight people go to bed hungry 
each day. 

“I thought that rice and beans 
and vegetables would be easy to 


buy with a budget of £5 for five 
days, but when I started shop¬ 
ping, it shocked me how little 
that actually is. 

“It is hard enough to buy food 
for £1 a day, but we must re¬ 
member that those living in ex¬ 
treme poverty have £1 a day to 
pay for food, clean water, taxes, 
rent, healthcare, education, eve¬ 
rything. It means that people 
are forced to choose between 
medicine and food when they 
get sick.” 

Stephen Brown, UK campaign 
manager of the Global Poverty 
Project, said: “There really is 
no experience or campaign like 
Live Below the Line. We’re not 
trying to replicate poverty but 
give people a deeper under¬ 
standing of it - it’s a transforma¬ 
tional experience.”

Bill l\itte statue 
could be in place 
by Christmas 


A STATUE of a wartime code 
breaker lauded by Churchill 
could be in place by the end of 
the year. 

Newmarket-born Bill Tutte, 
who studied at Trinity College 
Cambridge in the 1930s, was 
responsible for cracking the 
Lorenz cipher used by German 
army officers, at the govern¬ 
ment’s code breaking headquar¬ 
ters at Bletchley Park in 1941. 

The Bill Tutte Memorial Work¬ 
ing Group was set up last year 
to honour the unsung hero, as 
Cold War considerations meant 
much of his work was kept se¬ 
cret until the 1990s. 

The group have proposed 
a statue at Rutland Hill, out¬ 
side the Rutland Arms Hotel, 
in High Street, Newmarket, 
with five stainless steel pillars 
marked with dots to replicate 
the punched paper tape used in 
teleciphers. 

The holes will form a picture 
of Tutte’s face when viewed from 
a paving stone of the fiendishly 
tricky ‘Squaring the Square’ 
puzzle Tutte solved while he 
was a member of Trinity College 
Mathematical Society. 

In front of the statue will be a 
41-toothed ring, the number of 
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teeth on the Lorenz machine, 
with a quote from Winston 
Churchill inside who described 
Tutte’s achievement as “the 
greatest intellectual feat of the 
Second World War”. The design 
has been done by Cambridge- 
based sculptor Harry Gray. 

Richard Lletcher, secretary of 
the working group, told town 
councillors on Tuesday work on 
the statue could begin in Sep¬ 
tember, if planning permission 
is granted. 

He said: “We are fully confi¬ 
dent we will achieve the money 
to build the monument and also 
for a school prize or scholarship 
fund to help Newmarket chil¬ 
dren, who might not have been 
able to do so, to study A-levels 
or go to university.”

The estimated cost of the 
project is between £40-£50,000. 
Around two thirds has been 
raised already and public fund¬ 
raising will begin on July 1. 

He said: “I hope before the end 
of the year it will be in place and 
it will be of tremendous benefit 
to Newmarket and will put it on 
the map just like the racing in¬ 
dustry did and still does.” 

Permission is needed from 
Suffolk County Council High¬ 
ways as the planned statue 
would replace the parking area 
at Rutiand Hill. There will be a 
public consultation on May 24 
about the loss of parking. 

Tutte never received the rec¬ 
ognition of his colleague Alan 
Turing, who cracked the Enigma 
code, even though the Lorenz 
was more complex as it enci¬ 
phered and deciphered messag¬ 
es using 12 wheels rather than 
the three. 

After he was invited to Bletch¬ 
ley Park he managed to replicate 
the cipher, nicknamed Tunny, 
after a German officer acciden¬ 
tally sent a message twice. 

Tutte uncovered the inter¬ 
nal machinations of the Lorenz 
using only his mathematical 
knowledge and the message.

Free Schools: I'm 
not convinced 

I ATTENDED the meeting at the 
British Racing School on April 26th. 

Nothing I heard persuaded me 
that Tree schools' are beneficial to 
the interests of pupils or the wider 
community. I am sure that the vast 
amount of tax payers' cash that 
will be handed over to the free 
school - should it gain approval - 
could more prudently be spent on 
improving the resources of all the 
Newmarket schools, and thereby 
the educational outcomes of all 
Newmarket's children and young 
people. 

Clare Middle, now Stour 
Valley Community Free School, 
received some £4.98 million in 
start-up funding. Just think what 
Newmarket schools could do with 
that kind of money. 

Despite what may have been 
hinted at it is not necessary to be 
educated outside Newmarket in 
order to get into a Russell Group 
University. My daughter chose to 
be educated at Newmarket College 
and has recently graduated from 
Durham University. She is now a 
teacher in a local authority school. 

There was much talk of working 
with other outstanding local schools 
(who could not be named), the 
proposed sites for the school (which 
could not be named), support 
from local primary head teachers 
(who could not be named). They 
claimed to have family connections 
in Newmarket and within the racing 
industry (who were not named). 
Rather too vague for my liking. 

The proposers made a great 
deal about how they had turned 
around failing schools to become 
outstanding but when asked by a 
parent why they couldn't step in

and offer support to the college I'm 
reasonably sure the answer was 
'that's not a conversation we're 
having'. 

It was stated at the meeting that 
the Free School would be funded in 
the same way as other local schools. 
While this is true there was no 
mention of the fact that during 
the first two years of operation 
the school is funded as if it is at 
capacity, regardless of the number 
of pupils on roll. It is estimated that 
Stour Valley has received an extra 
£1.4m over two years in this way. 

There was no mention of the 'dis¬ 
economy funding' for management 
costs and the funding for 'set-up' 


costs which is also available to free 
schools on top of building costs. 

The question was asked whether 
the school would be profit making 
and the answer given was no, 
yet the Torch Academy Gateway 
Trust who seem to be behind this 
proposal is an active business 
incorporated in May 2011. 

I feel very strongly about this 
issue which I feel will prove to be 
divisive should it get the go-ahead. 

I am also appalled at the amounts 
of money that are being made 
available to free schools but are not 
available to local authority schools.

Icklingham 


THOSE who organise speakers 
for meetings — whether in club 
organisations or, as during this 
month, for annual meetings of 
local towns and parishes - al¬ 
ways have the fear that few 
members of the public will actu¬ 
ally turn up for the event. 

But Icklingham parish coun¬ 
cillors need not have wor¬ 
ried last Tuesday, May 7, when 
a larger number than nor¬ 
mal number turned up to 
hear two very in¬ 
formative addresses. 

First up, after a long drive from 
Northampton, was Ms Shona 


Bendix, known to many as the 
Chief Executive Officer of the Suf¬ 
folk Association of Local Coun¬ 
cils. But on this occasion she was 
speaking as the chairman of the 
newly-formed Suffolk Libraries 
group, Icklingham being one of 
the villages which receives visits 
from the County Mobile Library. 
Ms Bendix gave a full account of 
how and why the group has be¬ 
come responsible for the work 
of county libraries, in no way di¬ 
minishing the difficulties hav¬ 
ing to be faced. But she said that 
the good work of the libraries 
would go on, during her answers 
to questions, suggesting that a 
Friends of Icklingham Library 
group could be considered in the 
village. 

The new Police Inspec¬ 
tor for the Forest Heath 
area - Mr Matthew Rose - ex¬ 
plained exactly why there had 


been changes in the system 
locally, including a diminution 
in the number of senior “manag¬ 
ers” e.g. only one inspector and 
two sergeants in the area - part 
of the considerable financial sav¬ 
ings which the County Police 
Force had been asked to make. 

Several formal reports were then 
received, albeit some of those in¬ 
vited to present them being un¬ 
able to attend. 

But those of the 
council chairman, of the Dis¬ 
trict Councillor (Mrs Burt], and, 
briefly, of the Proj ect St lames were 
all received, as was the financial 
report on the previous year. 
Three young people from the vil¬ 
lage were warmly thanked, in par¬ 
ticular, together with a local land- 
owner, for their work in helping to 
deliver a quarterly magazine in 
the village. 

With an anticipated fairly short 


parish council meeting to fol¬ 
low, it was nonetheless pleasing 
that three members of the pub¬ 
lic stayed on to listen in, with the 
chairman John Barker being re¬ 
elected for the ensuing year. 

Since there are still 
four vacancies, the chair¬ 
man again stressed the 
need for willing volunteers to 
come forward to ensure village de¬ 
mocracy is preserved, for which 
reason the vice-chairmanship 
will be discussed further at the 
July meeting. 

It is hoped that additional suit¬ 
able names will be brought for¬ 
ward, even if from outside the 
village, to enable the work of the 
council, including some of the 
suggestions made during the 
previous meeting, to be contin¬ 
ued.

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A DERELICT swimming pool could 
be given a new lease of life as an 
eco-friendly bathing experience. 

Keen swimmers have formed 
the Burwell Swimming Pool Com¬ 
mittee to revive the village’s pool, 
which has sat unused for more 
than two years since there were not 
enough volunteers to run it. 

Secretary Debbie Marsh said: 
“The village is growing hugely and 
there are so many children who 
need to learn how to swim. 

“There are also lots of keen swim¬ 
mers who don’t have time to go to 
Cambridge or Soham for a dip.” 

The group hope to transform 
the old pool into an eco-friendly 
swimming pool, with UV cleansing 
methods, solar cell sources to pro¬ 
vide electricity and air and ground 
source technology for heating. 

UV cleaning methods can help 
avoid skin and eye irritation caused 
by chlorine and the solar cell power 
would be more cost effective as it 
would reduce electricity needs. 

The committee hopes this could 


also generate extra income if more 
electricity is produce than needed 
so it can be fed back into the Na¬ 
tional Grid.

Debbie said: “We have got to 
prove to the council there is a need 


for this in Burwell. 

“There is a whole range of people 
from babies to senior citizens who 
would use it.”

Poachers kill 
animals at 
country estate 

POACHERS have targeted a country 
estate, killing a number of animals. 

Police are appealing for witnesses 
after several animals were killed 
at Chippenham Park estate, near 
Newmarket, in recent weeks. 

Some large coping stones were also 
removed from one of the estate's 
perimeter walls on La Hogue Road, in 
the village. 

CCTV images have been released of 
a vehicle that police would like to trace 
in connection with the incident. 

Chief Insp Russ Waterston, of 
Cambridgeshire Police, said: "The 
vehicle is quite distinctive as the 
registration plate is in the rear window 
and it has only one working back light. 

"I would also appeal to anyone to 
report any suspicious activity around 
the estate." 

Representatives from Chippenham 
Park declined to comment on the 
incidents.

Serial fraudster is 
back behind bars 


A NOTORIOUS fraudster who has 
spent most of his adult life in prison 
is back behind bars. 

David Aves, 54, of Freewood 
Street, in Bradfield St George, was 
jailed on Wednesday for 13 months 
by a judge at Ipswich Crown Court. 

He has served a string of previ¬ 
ous prison sentences after being 
convicted of more than 150 fraud 
offences since 1976. 

His latest fraud saw him attempt 
to sell a mini digger worth £10,000 
which belonged to Aspen Plant 
Hire, in Mildenhall, in October last 
year. 

The court heard that Aves had 
included two other vehicles from a 
site at Timworth, near Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, in the deal for a total price 
of £9,000 although he had never 
owned and was unable to deliver 
any of them. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, said that 
Aves had agreed to buy the Kubota 
mini excavator from Aspen Plant 
Hire for £10,000 but never paid for 
it and the machine never came into

his possession. 

The plant hire company did not 
incur a loss unlike the business¬ 
man Aves duped into parting with 
£9,000, the court heard. 

The offence of fraud by false 
representation to which Aves had 
pleaded guilty was committed just 
days after he was released from 
prison. 

The £9,000 price which Aves ex¬ 
tracted from his victim was paid 
into his personal bank account 
which was being monitored by po¬ 
lice and led to his arrest. 

The victim has not received any 
of his money back, the court was 
told. 

Katharine Moore, defending, 
said Aves had recently suffered the 
death of his mother and had him¬ 
self been diagnosed with a serious 
medical condition which had left 
him “very concerned.” 

Miss Moore said that Aves’ of¬ 


fending had lacked any great de¬ 
gree of sophistication as he had 
used his own bank account for the 
payment. 

She said: “There was an inevita¬ 
bility that he would be detected.” 

Sentencing him, Judge John 
Devaux said that Aves had a long 
history of dishonesty but he ac¬ 
cepted that, despite having on a 
number of occasions duped the 
authorities, he now had a serious 
medical condition. 

Judge Devaux told Aves: “It may 
be that you will be shocked into 
ceasing to offend but that remains 
to be seen.” 

Judge Devaux said that despite 
his poor health, Aves had shown 
“little diminution of his powers” to 
commit further offences of fraud 
before handing him the prison sen¬ 
tence. 

In 1995 Aves managed to secure 
his own release from Norwich Pris¬ 
on by using forged release papers 
which he arranged to have faxed to 
the prison. 


Motorbike 
users 
warned to 
stay safe 

MORE than 300 motorcy¬ 
clists were caught out by 
police during a month long 
enforcement campaign. 

Officers clamped down 
on reckless bikers as part 
of their ‘Think’ campaign 
which took a hard line 
stance on motorcycling of¬ 
fences. 

Insp Bob Turner, of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary, 
said it was “vital” for mo¬ 
torists to comply with the 
law if police were to reduce 
fatalities on the roads. 

The campaign saw 302 
motorcyclists targeted and 
180 motorists driving care¬ 
lessly by using a mobile 
while driving or not wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt. 

A total of 172 motor¬ 
cyclists were stopped, 37 
fixed penalty notices were 
issued for a range of of¬ 
fences such as defective 
tyres and incorrect num¬ 
ber plates, 34 were given 
warnings for excess speed, 
one bike was seized for no 
insurance, 14 were issued 
with a vehicle defect recti¬ 
fication scheme, four were 
registered as part of the 
ride scheme and two were 
arrested. 

Two had been involved 
in a serious injury collision. 

Insp Turner said: “Road 
safety is vital for motorcy¬ 
clists and it’s disappointing 
that so many are still riding 
too fast or being fined. 

“While traffic officers 
were out on the county’s 
roads there were still mo¬ 
torists flouting the law.” 

He said: “Roads can be 
a dangerous place when 
the law is not respected 
and adhered to. If we are 
to reduce the number of 
fatalities and casualties on 
the county’s roads it is vi¬ 
tal people comply with the 
law.” 

Police will be out on the 
roads enforcing the speed 
limit throughout May.

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When Lindsay Lapham was 
diagnosed with a brain tumour, 
she made a pledge: to battle 
back to health - and change her 
life for the better. She tells us 
her story 


LINDSAY Lapham starts sharing her story 
almost before we've sat down. It is 
impossible not to be infected by both her 
enthusiasm for life, and her serenely calm 
attitude. She talks of past trauma as if it 
were a less-than-perfect cup of tea. 

“I had 28 visits to my GP over four years,” 
she explains. “Dizziness, headaches, 
blurred vision, muscle weakness. They just 
thought, ‘Neurotic, bored housewife; join 
the queue’.” 

Lindsay’s experience of surviving brain 
surgery has been transformative. She 
exchanged her work, her home and her 
priorities. Today she buzzes with purpose. 

It was in 2005, just turned 40, that 


Lindsay started experiencing the 
distressing symptoms. With her doctor 
unable to provide any answers, she 
abandoned her new job, thinking the 
problem might be a gas leak from the office 
boiler. She became a freelance marketing 
consultant and cut down her hours. Still 
the symptoms continued, the headaches 
sometimes so bad that she had to spend 
days in a darkened room. 

“I was a fool not to march into the 
hospital and demand an MRI scan. But you 
just keep going, don’t you, with two 
children? 

“I came that close,” she holds up her 
thumb and forefinger, nearly touching. 


“Suppose I’d had a seizure driving them to 
swimming? That’s how many brain 
tumours are discovered: in the post¬ 
mortem.” 

Instead, she was diagnosed as having 
panic attacks, or an underactive thyroid; 
even prescribed cognitive behavioural 
therapy (CBT). 

Meanwhile the tumour was growing, to 
the size of an egg. When she did at last have 
a seizure, in December 2008, she still 
wasn’t offered a scan. After another partial 
seizure in April 2009, she asked her 
husband to accompany her to get her GP’s 
attention. 

“I think I’ve got a brain tumour,” she said.

Her doctor, she says, didn't agree, and only 
reluctantly referred her to a neurologist. In 
May 2009 she had a brain scan, and in June 
was told, starkly, “You’ve got a tumour and 
we need to get it out immediately.” 

“All I could think of was that we’d booked 
a family holiday in Turkey. And that I would 
miss my daughter's junior school leavers’ 
service in July. But,” she continues 
triumphantly, “I made it, with a massive 
bandage around my head. I thought, ‘I'm 
not going to miss this landmark in my 
daughter’s life!”’ 

Fortunately, until then the tumour had 
been growing into a fluid-filled cavity, 
where it hadn’t done much damage... yet. It 
would have done soon, though. 

The first operation, the biopsy, took place 
a week after that momentous conversation. 
They drilled a hole, Lindsay explains, 
feeling her scalp where the hole still is, 
about the size of a lOp coin. Then they took 
a sizeable sample, “to take the pressure 
off”, which was sent for analysis to discover 
whether the tumour was cancerous or 
benign. 

“Some instinct told me not to go on the 
internet,” she says. “From June until August 
I didn’t touch a computer. So I didn't know 
that my chance of it being benign was only 
one in 10.” The rest of her family wasn’t in 
communication blackout, however, so her 
husband and mother were terrified. “I was 
on everyone’s prayer lists. 

“We went to the Royal Free together, to 
see the surgeon. A visit, I suppose, to find 
out whether I would live or die... 

“It's just a job to him, of course. He simply 
said, ‘You’ll be pleased to know it’s benign, 
and your craniotomy is in August. We’ll 
take it out then’.” 

She felt resentment that she had to be in 
hospital - as well as a deep sense of 
injustice on behalf of her 13-year-old son 
Ben and 11-year-old daughter Lucy. And yet 
at the same time, she accepted that what 
would be, would be. 

In July, the family booked a manor house 
in Cornwall, with her mother and brother 
and his wife, and had, she says, “the best 
time ever. It was like the Caribbean: we 
lived on the beach. Though I had 
occasional terrible headaches and had to 
go home.” 

In August, back in the Royal Free, Lindsay 
had an eight-hour operation which 
removed most of the tumour. 

Significantly, while she was in hospital 


Lindsay made friends with two others 
recovering from brain surgery, Michelle 
and Patricia. The three of them made a 
pact: “If we survive, when we get out of 
here, we’ll change our lives. We’ll stop 
running about like idiots, we’ll change our 
jobs, work for charity and do some good in 
the world.” 

But then Lindsay got an infection in her 
brain fluid. Ironically, she was in far more 
danger from that than she ever had been 
from the tumour. She had three more 
operations, was in intensive care for 10 
days, and was eventually given the all-clear 
at the end of September. 

The family booked a Christmas holiday in 
Barbados. But two days before they were 
due to fly she had another blockage and 
was rushed back into hospital on 
December 30, 2009. 

Her friend Patricia never left the Royal 
Free. She died in December of that year. 
Michelle died in a hospice the following 
August, 2010. For Lindsay, however, “It 
wasn't my time. I survived.” 

In October 2009 she had started attending 
Headway in Hertfordshire, and by now all 
her friends were brain injury survivors. 

In 2010 she started volunteering for other 
charities, including the 2012 Olympics: she 
never mentioned her operations and didn’t 
want any allowance made for her. She was 
chosen as Gamesmaker for her favourite 
sport, swimming, and fulfilled every duty. 

And after that? “You can’t wait around,” 
Lindsay says. They had always wanted to 
live in Cambridge, and she had learnt that 
there might not be a tomorrow. So in 
September 2012 she and her husband left 
Hitchin and moved to Cambridge, initially 
renting. They now own a house in the city 
centre and hope to move into it soon. Ben 
is at sixth form college while Lucy 
commutes back to her old school. 

In Cambridge, Lindsay threw herself into 
more charitable work: Headway, a hospice, 
Jimmy’s homeless shelter. 

Late last year she entered the Vodafone 
World of Difference competition, and won 
four months’ funding for her latest idea on 
behalf of Headway: a pop-up shop, 
recycling evening gowns, cocktail frocks 
and other accessories in time for May 
Week. It opened last week in a bus on St 
Andrew's Street - called the Bus Shop. The 
bus will be open for more donations, with 
top professionals providing their services 
for the charity.

THE internationally acclaimed 
Moscow State Symphony Orchestra 
visits Cambridge Corn Exchange 
tomorrow (Friday) for the final 
concert in this year's hugely 
successful Cambridge News- 
backed Classical Concert Series, 
writes Andrew Burton. 

All of the performers in the 
2012/13 series have played to 
packed houses and the Moscow 
State Symphony Orchestra show 
no sign of bucking this trend. 

The evening opens with excerpts 
from Rimsky-Korsakov's exotic 
Tsar Sultan Suite. Based on a 
poem by Pushkin, it takes us on 
a fantastical journey into the 
fairytale world the composer 
returned to again and again 
- think of his famous Flight of 
the Bumblebee in which Prince 
Guidon is magically transformed 
into a bumblebee so he can fly 
back to his father the Tsar, which 


must rank among the most 
memorable and best loved pieces 
of classical music ever written. 

One of the most accomplished 
pianists to emerge from Russia 
in recent years, soloist Tatiana 
Kolesova, pictured left, gives 
a bravura performance of 
Tchaikovsky's magnificent Piano 
Concerto No 1. Born in Moscow 
in 1985 and a graduate of 
Moscow Conservatory, Tatiana 
soon became the laureate 
of major international piano 
competitions. She is also a 
laureate of the Russian President 
Prize (1997) and was awarded a 
scholarship of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour (France), so it 
is a rare privilege to hear an artist 
of such international standing 
perform. 

In the second half, the orchestra, 
under the assured conductorship 
of Pavel Kogan, brings 


Tcahikovsky's great Symphony No 
6 ('Pathetique') brilliantly to life. 
Regarded as the composer's swan 
song composition, the symphony 
ranges across a massive emotional 
landscape - from its slow, 
ominous opening to passages of 
turbulent passion at its climax. 

Cases of cholera were rife in 
St Petersburg in 1893 when 
Tchaikovsky conducted the 
premiere of Symphony No 6. 

Five days after conducting this 
concert, he made the fatal error 
of drinking a glass of unboiled 
water and died four days later at 
the height of his creative powers 
aged only 53.

IN 1992, visionary Australian 
theatre director Baz Luhrmann 
made a seamless transition 
to the big screen with his 
swoonsomely romantic fable, 
Strictly Ballroom , starring Paul

first part of Luhrmann's so- 
called Red Curtain trilogy, 
garnered numerous awards 
including three Baftas. His

then in 2002, his visually

CheHsea's 
here again 


SO, what are we going to learn from this year’s 
internationally-acclaimed horticultural show? 

While sustainability may be the watchword 
of this year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show, with 
emphasis on biodiversity, wild planting areas and 
inviting eco-systems, so many of the designs simply 
wouldn't be feasible in our own 
gardens. 

So, eminent designers 
ranging from Tom Stuart-Smith 
to Jekka McVicar are offering 
advice to gardeners based on 
their own experiences in a 
new centenary edition of Take 
Chelsea Home by Chris Young, 
which looks at how gardeners 
can adopt similar techniques to 
create beautiful spaces in their 
own residential plots. 

Here's a few tips from the 
award-winners: 

■ Organic herb grower Jekka McVicar, who has 
won 14 gold medals at Chelsea, on planting a 

summer salad crop container: "Salad 
rocket, dill and mustard are all great 
salad herbs that can be easily raised 
from seed and grown in a container. 

"The trick is to choose a planter 
I large enough to grow a crop for

cutting; an ideal size is 23cm (9in) wide by 18cm 
(7in) high, or 5 litres/1 gallon, or larger. Fill with 
compost and water well, then sow the seeds and 
cover lightly with more compost. 

"Set the container in a sheltered warm spot 
that is shaded from the midday sun. Once you 
start cutting your salad, feed 
the plants every week with a 
balanced liquid fertiliser." 

Landscape designer Tom 
Stuart-Smith, who has eight 
Chelsea golds under his belt, 
on layered planting: "The idea 
behind 
layered 
planting in 
the garden is 
to repeat the 
ecological 
patterns 
inherent in 
complex plant communities. 

"In an oak woodland, for example, there are 
various different levels: an upper canopy, often a 
middle canopy of medium-sized trees and saplings; 
a shrub layer, a herb layer, and then bulbs and 
corms at the bottom. 

"By adapting this natural pattern to a garden, 
it is possible to have different layers flowering

at different times, usually with the lower layers 
flowering first." 

■ Professor Nigel Dunnett, three-time Silver-Gilt 
winner and designer of this year's Royal Bank of 
Canada Blue Water Roof Garden and one of the 
principal planting consultants for the London 
Olympic Park, on green roofs: "Garden sheds, 
porches, summerhouses, balconies, garages 
and small extensions all offer great potential for 
planting green roofs. 

"The most important consideration for such a 
roof is how much weight the chosen building will 
support. It must comfortably take the weight of a 
person if it is to be strong enough to have a green 


roof planted on it. 

"You can create a simple green roof by securing 
a pre-grown mat of sedums over a pond liner 
on the roof surface, but it is referable to plant 
individually into a generous layer of free-draining 
soil or potting compost on the roof. Many typical 
alpines such as dianthus and thyme are excellent 
for green roofs, as are low-growing species tulips."

TOTALLY OUT OF ORDER: And 74 per cent of drivers are fed up with it 


MOST drivers will welcome in¬ 
creased fixed penalty fines for 
those using hand-held mobile 
phones while at the wheel, the 
AA said this week. 

The Government is consider¬ 
ing raising the present £60 fine to 
£90 or even possibly £100. 

An AA/Populus survey of near¬ 
ly 21,000 drivers showed that 74 
per cent saw others using mobile 
phones on some or most jour¬ 
neys, with 25 per cent seeing it 
on every journey. 

A total of 58 per cent said they 
have never used a hand-held 
phone in the car but, of the 42 per 
cent that have used a phone, 60 
per cent said it distracted them. 

Around 20 per cent admitted 
having used a mobile phone to 
send a text while driving and 4 
per cent admitted to checking 
emails and 2 per cent to sending 
emails on the move. 


Also, 2 per cent have read Twit¬ 
ter or Facebook updates and 1 
per cent have tweeted while at 
the wheel. 


AA president Edmund King 
said: “This epidemic of hand¬ 
held mobile phone use while 
driving has already cost lives and 


our members are demanding ac¬ 
tion. 

“An increase in the standard 
motoring fixed penalty fine will 
help deter those who commit 
motoring offences including mo¬ 
bile phone use.” 

He went on: “However it is 
imperative that targeted police 
enforcement campaigns help to 
reinforce the message. AA mem¬ 
bers broadly support an increase 
in the level of the fixed penalty. 

“Our members also fully sup¬ 
port ’education’, so for some of¬ 
fenders an awareness course 
may be all they need to persuade 
them to comply with the law in 
future. 

“It is worrying that the equiva¬ 
lent of six million drivers even 
admit to texting on the move. Ac¬ 
tion must be taken to stop these 
talking, texting, tweeting driv¬ 
ers.”

Telescope still focused on Derby despite setback 


CONNECTIONS of Telescope hope 
he will still run in the Investec 
Derby despite having to miss 
his intended prep race at York 
tomorrow. 

The Galileo colt, owned by 
Highclere Thoroughbred 
Racing, was not among the final 
declarations for the Betfred 
Dante Stakes because of a minor 
infection which developed in 
grazes on two of his legs. 

The setback occurred when he was 
being loaded on to a horsebox, but 
the premier Classic at Epsom on 
June 1 remains the objective. 
Instead of a race, trainer Sir 
Michael Stoute plans to give him 
a racecourse gallop as part of his 
preparation. 


"It's obviously very disappointing, 
particularly for all of his owners, 
that Telescope cannot run in 
the Dante on Thursday," said 
Highclere managing director Harry 
Herbert. 

"Sir Michael couldn't give 
Telescope anti-inflammatories as 
it was too close to the Dante and 
unfortunately we have discovered 
through a blood test that the 
grazes have become infected. 

"We are hoping that Telescope 
will still make it to the Investec 
Derby and Sir Michael is hoping 
to give him a racecourse gallop in 
preparation." 

Telescope went into winter 
quarters as a leading fancy for 
Classic honours on the back of

a maiden win at Newmarket in 
September. 

His only other start as a juvenile 
came when a promising second 
to Snow King on debut at Ascot 
earlier that month.
